John Burns Di'fjes People to Hake It 
ih. Fact Wiiat It la 
liiNaue< 



A Uistake to Suppose ' That Strikes 
Can Be Qaelleil by tihoot 
intr Men Down* 



Wasiiinotok, Deo. 29,— An audienoo of 
»bout 1,500 porsooB liatonod to John Burns, 
M.P., in convention hull to-night and gave 
that goutlomun an eiilhuniuBtio rtcoption. 
A number of oongreiiBmen were present, 
among them being Senator Pfeffer and Be- 
presoDtatives Simpson, of Kanaa>; Pence, of 
Colorado; Lane, of Illinois; Herman and 
Ellie, of Oregon; and Pioklor, of South 
Dakota. Tha Kogliah labor leader was pre- 
coded by Jerry Siinpsou, who among othtr 
ihinga said ho was glud Mr. Burns waa hero 
vrhero ho could eoo "how grand a 
foilvtrn tho Amerioiin republic bad been 
80 fir, in regard to aecurlng the rights of 
tho people." The speech ot Mr, Burns WiS 
churuo'Leristic, but ho probably dealt more 
fraoly with pclitioal matters than usual. 
The central thought around whioh Mr. 
Burns built up hia apoooh was tho neoeasity 
for trades' unioDS, and the good to bo accom- 
plished by their perpetuation, Uis funda- 
mental principle was that ao long as a man 
was willine to work none should go without 
broad, Prom the oonditions as ho 
found them In America, bo saw the 
premoi story syatema of aocial dia- 
ordors tfudlng - tow^^cda diaintegratlon. 
These dlaordera were'' the centralization of 
wealth and the prostitution of power in tho 
foaterins of trust syndioatea and grindiog 
moQopolieg. Speaking of the militarisri of 
Europe, Mr. Barns opposed the proposed in- 
creaao of our army from 25,000 to 30,000. 
It waa tho spirit of milltariam in Europe 
which compelled men to emigrate against 
their will and thus come into competition 
with Amerioftns, and Mr. Barns suggested 
as one. means of obeoking emigration tho 
abolition of the immense standing armies of 
Europe. 

On thn Bubjecb of Btrll:ss, the i.pnaV;er aaid 
the Amerloan people made a big mistake 
when they thought strikes could be quelled 
shooting men down and throwing them 
in prison. Just in proportion bb men be- 
came educated and studied economic quoa- 
tions, would atrikoa dovelopo. Ainurioana 
must soon aoo thaD atrikoa aro aaauming buoh 
proportiona tbut opprosaion will not prevent 
thorn, but rather stimulate ihom. Until 
tho atriko loadcra uro treated with the eime 
leniency aa tho government treats truits and 
syndicatoa that " have a pull," Mr. Burns 
declared tho people must not eipect labor to 
havo trust and confidence in the govern- 
ment. Much of the speaker's address was 
cievotfid to a diaeuaaion on municipal affiirs 
and a plea for o reform that should put all 
publio works in the handa of tho people and 
out of those of corporations. Workmen 
were more to blame for the diagraoaful ex- 
posures by the Lexow committee than waa 
Tammany, because the workmen had it in 
their power to elect honest men to office. 
If tho people would send a few carpenters, 
on|;ineers, briokmasons, etc,, to tho Senate, 
Mr. Burns thought some of tho things done 
in England might be done hero. 

In conclusion, Mr. Burns asked his hear- 
ers what was the good of their boasting of 
Amerioan liberty and privileges so long as 
American labor wat In the grasp of capital- 
ists, trnata and combinea. He urged them 
to eleob men to office who would work for 
the greatest good for the greatest nnmbor 
and make Amerioan liberty in faob what it 
iain name.

Jack.ho.nvii.lk, Fla , Dec. 29.— The cold 
wave has been very destruotivo throuehout 
tho state, no section escaping. Tho oranges 
on the trees are frozen Bolid ond it is said 
that there is not a sound box of orjingcB in 
tho state. Peas, tomatoes and other vf go- 
tablca aro ruined. Diapatohos from tho Eiat 
Coaat Bay that tho pinc-ipple crop la de- 
stroyed, lb ia estimated that there wore 
2,500,000 boxes of oranges nn-tho trees, and 
that 2,000,000 of tfaeraare a.total loaa. The 
young orantte :grdvefl.' are ' reported to be 
ruined, the old -trees may pnll through. 
Tho total loaa will probably reaob $2,000,000. 
The oold weather la , morei'^isasti^atis than 
it waa In 1880. (The averaga temparatnre 
this morning over Florida was abodb 20 
degrees. 



GLADSTONE'S BIRTHDAY. 

ne Pnasiss tho Elghty-lirth llilpatone in the 
liest of Kenltb and Spirits. 

LoMOOK, Deo. 29. — Gladatone oelabrated 
hia 85th birthday to-day and waa the re- 
cipient of hundreds of letters and talegrama 
of congratulations and birthday gifts. He 
is in remarkably good iiealth and spirita, 
and deepito the atormy weather drove 
through tha village of Hawardeu to church, 
where ha mot a deputation of Armenian 
Christians from Paris and London who pre- 
sented a eiivor chalice to the church. Tlio 
chalice was proBented to Kcv. Stephen Glud- 
stono, son of tho ei prouder and rector of 
Hawarden church, in if cognition of tho in- 
terest hia father has taken in tho Armenian 
outrages. In reply to 'ho 'iresontation tho 
ex-promior eipressed uym -atby Viitb tho 
suffering of tho Armenian Christiana. The 
deputation took luncheon with (Jl.-id- 
stono at Hawarden Ciuile. Replying to tha 
Armenians, ilr. Gladatono said : " Every 
nation, aye, every hum«.n being, haa au- 
thority in beholf of humanity and juatioc. 
If ilio allegation made should prove to bo 
true it id time tho tSnltan waa made sen- 
fiiblu of tho madness of suob a course as is 
being pursued." 

PEACE NiTgOTIATIONS. 



Japan Will Not Be Too Exacting: For 
Fear of Enropeau later- 
veation. 



Chioa and Japan Likely to Secure 
Joint Control Over Dis- 
pated Korea. 



Lo.N-DON, Doc. 29. — The Japanese «overn- 
mont has made no reapouae to the latest 
auggoationa from tho British govornmeni; 
that tho terms upon which Japan is willing 
to treat for peace with China onghb to be 
oommuniopted to the Powers, On the con- 
trary, tho Japancso havo persiated in main- 
taining a policy of riiticonco. The British 
minister at Tokio has boon unable to got tho 
slightest acrap of official information upon 
tho^aubjeob of the conditions for which 
Japan will contend, and tho Japanese em- 
baasy in London ia equally eecretivo, Tho 
iatt r, it is true, has some knowledge of tho 
situation, but it is partly of a negative and 
partly of a positive oharaoter. The em- 
bassy is free, however, in discteditiug the 
recant cablegrams attributing to Japan tbe 
design of foroing an alliance with China 
against tho European p6 we'c.s. 

Xhe leading feature of tlie peace negotia- 
tion's between- the Wo Eaatern empires, as 
far as Japan is .concerned, will bo a total 
abalontion frcm .'auy demand whioh would 
give China an excuse to ask for European 
intervention. ' Japan, therefore will not 
stipulate for any teriritotial or commercial 
acquisitions in whioh the other povors are 
directly Interested. Formosa will be taken 
by Japan aa part of a pledge for the war in- 
demnity, and certain Chinese ports that are 
dot treaty ports will be held as a pledge for 
the remainder of the indemnity, together 
with such a lien upon the Chinese customs 
SB will not prejudice the customs revonuca 
already mortgaged. 

In regard to Korea, it ia iirobiblo that a 
China-Japan dual control over that country 
will be proposed. These terms, which are 
divulged by the Japanese ombaBsy, are a 
great deal more moderate than thoBO 
described in tho sensational cablegrams re- 
ceived here from Tokio and else.where and 
have tbe atamp of belief in diplomatic 
circles. 

ABMENIAN INQUIRY. 



Tho Foreiffu Coinmission Composed of 
iStiboi'ilinates at the 
BmbaBsies. 

It Will Not Get at the Trnth-Britain 
and Bnssia Should Be 
Imperative. 



LoNDOK, Deo. 29 — Aa the great body of 
the membera of the Liberal party have re- 
solved that there shall bo aomo practicil in- 
tervention in Armoniib and havo relied upon 
tho government to carry out their plans, 
there is great surprise among them at find- 
ing that tho foreign commission of inquiry 
which ia going to Armenia is composed only 
of dragomans. Rusaia'a delegate, M. 
Maiorx, haa been a dragoman attached to 
tho Rusaian embassy at Constantinople, M, 
Vilbert, tho Fronoh delegate, is an inter- 
preter of the consulate at tho Turkish 
capital and Eiiglaud'a delegate, Mr. Shup- 
ler, ia a v!o!;-codeu1 to Turkey. The por- 
Bonnol of the comnileaiau aa thus desoribod 
givea no aocurity, E;\y3 tho Speaker, that 
there will bo a aaiiafactory inquiry, ea- 
pocially since the American delegate haa 
been refnaod perinisaion to mako an inde- 
pendent iuvcatigation. Thoro ia little hope, 
continues tba Speaker, of getting at tho 
truth, even If the dragomaao ahould bo al- 
lowed, aa Ihey will not bo, to take an active 
part in tho iiivcatigation. England ought 
to come to aonu) ngreomont with Rueaia 
without dcltiy to the ond ot undertaking 
action together and without tho oooperatiou 
of tho other powera, and they should act at 
onoe, A word from England would load to 
a revolution in Crete and Macedonia and 
even in Constantinople. Tho Speaker givoa 
exprcasion to tho popular feeling on tho aub- 
joot, which has boon greatly intensified by 
the ringing apecch delivered to the Armeni- 
an deputation by Rb. Hon. Mr. Gladstone 
at Hawarden to-dity.

Ottawa, Deo. 29.— Aa intimated in the 
Colonist ii few days ago, inatruotions have 
been issued to tho post olBoo department 
that on and after Tuesday next private cards 
prepaid by a one cent atamp affixed thereon 
may be aent by mail within the Dominion 
under certain rugulationa. The cards mnab 
not bo thicker than tho material uaed for tho 
official post cards. Tho niaximutn size mu»l) 
correspond to tho size of the ordinary Cana- 
dian post card now in use. The minimam 
aizo muat not bo lees than 3^ inches by 
Tho cards muet not bo folded. On the ad- 
dress side, upon whioh the postage stamp' 
must be affixed, nothing may be written or 
printed except the address of the person to 
whom tho oard is to bo delivered and ths 
name and address of the sender of a, card 
and the words " private post oard." Nothing 
whatever may be attached to a private post 
card. An Infringement of the rules will 
render the card liable tb^Ctter postage, 

A circular has been iaaned to the cuatoms 
collectors stating that by the postal union 
treaty tbe poat office anthoritiea of the 
Dominion are bound to return tc tho send- 
ing country all parcels which they are un- 
able to delivor in Canada, Collectors arc 
therefore instruotod to return to the poat- 
masters at the several ports all postal par- 
cels not called for within thirty days from 
date of receipt at tho collootor'a ofEco. 

Representations will bo made to tho Im- 
perial government to ask tho Gorman 
authorities to disassociate Cana' a from the 
decree prohibiting cattle from America 
ontcing Germany. This order wod issaed 
on account of the fever prevailing in United 
States cattle, but nothing of the kind extats .

Beklin, Doc. 29.— Chanoellor Prince Ho- 
henlohe returned to town last evening, after 
passing a day or two with his eldest son in 
Bohemia. His plan to visit Prince Bis- 
marck has been revived. He is arranging 
to go to Freidriohsrnhe after tho Now Year's 
reception at tho palace. The Chancellor's 
interview with Biomarok will havo without 
doubt high political import, although ths 
government dailies try to hide the faob by 
talking of a mere' aob of conr- 
toay. Gee reason for the Chancellor's 
pilgrimage to the Saxon forest lies 
in the rolationa between Berlin and tha 
South Gorman capitals, where Biamarck has 
great influence. Their relations havo grown 
more strained since the Grand Duko of 
Baden, icflaenoed by Count Caprivl'a fall, 
sent a minister to the courts of Munich and 
Stuttgart. The recent diaturbanoo of tho 
good feeling which IS smarok nurtured so 
carefully among tho larger Gorman states is 
eipsoially evident in the utterances of tha 
Uonth German presa. 

The Bsubaohter, the most icfiaential 
democratio journal In Wartembnrg, de- 
mands flitlyl this week that the Einf; of 
Wartembnrg, whose opposition to the Em- 
peror's autocratio sway is notorious, place 
himself at the head of the anti-Prussian 
Germans. 

The Voselsche Zeitung, as an old Liberal 
organ, finds the Beubaohtor'a articles par- 
tially justified. " vVe admit," itaaye, " thS': 
tho aituation ia serious. DiaBonaion and bar 
feeling havo increancd from the day whta 
tho Emperor wrote in tho Munich oily hall 
tho ominoua w<irda, ' Suprema a lox rogia 
voluntaa.' It would bo better for 
tho Imperial govorniiient to coano ignoring 
public opinion, especiuUy in tlio Southorn 
states. Germany ia no longer controlled by 
tho mighty influences of Emperor William I 
and Prince Bismarck, nor by tho porsonul 
amiability of E;nporor Frederick. Further- 
more, in recent timca Prussia has become a 
leaotlonary country while the South Gor- 
man statca are more inoUnod to bo liberal. 
Tlio princes of the Souihtrn states are re- 
(juired to protect tbe nation againat Berlin, 
and their privilegea and feelings must be 
spared." 

Th" joalouay and apprehension cauaed by 
tho Emperor's domineering ways are bat 
part of tho troubloB now gathering round 
tho Berlin govorumcnb. The dieputca aa to 
tho ro adjustment of the national finances 
aro ccjuilly serious. The demands made by 
South Germany are nob in harmony with 
Pruasia'a programme of new taxes, and it is 
difficult to see how any arraugemenb can bo 
made without any number of aore spots 
south of tho Main. Wnrtemberg approves 
of the new tobacco taxes in order to a.void 
the alternative of a new wine tax. Badm 
wants nn increased import tax on tobacop 
ao'as to protect her home grown prodnolw, 
Bavaria oalla for a ten marks increase of thie \ 
tax ou foreign tobacco. Hease, which al-"'; 
ways may be oonnted, on to add fuel to the 
fire, opposes any tax on tobacco produced in ' 
the oountrj^. This Is the maze of difi'erenoea 
and contradiotory demands from which, it 
ia hoped. Prince Bismarok can evolve order 
and a feasible policy for tho now chancellor. 

Tho Emperor William, aa usual, will re- 
coivoonNow Year's day all the generals 
commanding army corpn. Hia speech at 
tho reception ia awaitetl with keen interest 
as ho is expcoted to allude with more than 
his oustomary diroctneas to questions of car- 
rent national importance.

A New Elan of Government Virtually Ad- 
opted by the Porte. 

Vienna, Dso. 28 —A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople aaya that at the last meeting of 
tho Turkiah cabinet tho rniniatora virtually 
adopted a new plan of g ivornuient for tho 
diacriots rf Eiz'roum, Van, Bitlis and 
Mooah. Tho plan ia that the four diatriots 
be joined in a eiiglo province, over %>li'ch a 
ilusaulniau govornot, appointed by tho 
Sultan, shall ruin (ivo yoara. Tho MubbuI- 
man would bo fluc;eeded in tho governorship 
by Chriiitinna who arc not Armeuiana Tho 
gen d'lirmorio would bo recruited from tho 
diatriots in which it would sorvo, and 
would bo commanded by a general named 
by tho Sultan. Tho local revenues would 
bo retained by tho province, o.\ccpting one 
contribution to the Porto. Tho judgoa 
would bo elective, and loc^l miniaters of 
educition and public worko probably would 
bo formed. 



FROM A BURNING MINE. 

Fourteen Workmen Eesotted— A llaglng Un- 
dergroand Fornaee. 

SoEANTOK, Pa. Dec. 29,— Fourteen work- 
men were roBCUod from u burning mine at 
Olyphant this morning after having boon 
imprisoned all night. Tho men were mak- 
ing ropaii-B in tho Lackawanna ooal oom- 
pnny'a colliery laat evening, when fire start- 
ed iu tho engine room at the foot of tho 
ahuft. Thn inon ruahod for tho ahaft to 
mako their eacapo, but found it a raging 
furnaoo. Thoy hud to take refuge iu tho 
gangway, wliero thoy piled coal and boards 
until they had oroocod a barricade 
whiun kept tho amoke from roaohing them. 
Tho fire waa aubsequently extinguished and 
the men brought to the surface. 



STOSilS IN THE U- S. 

Further i)etiiils of tho Gale Whose Force Was 
Felt iu Various Sections to 
the SoulU. 

New York, Deo. 28.— The severe s'orin 
which overtook this city early on Wednes 
day evening and continued yesterday moru' 
ing will leave its marks for many a day to 
come from the Battery to the river. The 
avenues of traffic were heavily covered with 
snow, followed 'by a steady downpour of 
rain, the whole resulting in miniatnre rivers 
and lakes, in wadlog through Wtttoh goloshes 
were of little or no prottotion. The cable 
oars, despite the frequent Uie of anew plows, 
were often stalled, and on all horeo oar lines 
the teams were deuMed. The streets load- 
ing to the various freight depots 
wero jammed with namberless carts 
and trucks. The shipment of freight 
was in coneeqnence seriously delayed. 
The temperature at midnight was II degrees 
and the wind was blowing from tho north- 
west at a Qfteen mile gait. Tho wind at 
Sandy Hook, which had reaohed a velooity, 
during the day, of 52 niilea an hour, waa 
blowing .30 milea an hour. Tho highest 
velooity reported was from Block island, 60 
milea an hour. At White river, Canada, 34 
degreoB bolow zero ia reported. 

Omaha, Neb., Doc. 28 —A veritable bliz- 
ztrd uamoupon thia atate laet night and to- 
day. At various plaoea tho tcinporaturo 
marked 12 to 10 degrees bolow zsro, and a 
light snotv fell late laat night. The mercury 
dropped 34 degrcon in 24 hours, and it ia 
growing ooUifjr. Doatha by freezing in 
Wiiatern Nebraska, among the duatituto 
farmora, aro almost certain to oocur. 



RAILWAY CONVENTION. 

DiflicaUies In tlio Way of Fonalne a Pas- 
senger Aijent Assocliitlon— The C.P.R. 
HtiindliiK Aloof. 

ClllCA(!0, Dec. 29. — On oociunt of tho 
poor representation at tho general meeting 
of railroads there was an early adjournment. 
Roaolutions were pasaed that if on Thura- 
day next, the day set for reconvening, all 
the general passenger agents of the vari.>na 
roada or their aooredited rcprrsentativea are 
not present the meeting would adjourn atno 
die without aoy paaaenger aaaooiacion hfing 
formed. Gener.^l Panaeuger Agent McNicoll 
of theCanadian Pacific to-dt<y notified tho gen- 
eral meetiog that ho withdrew hia affimativo 
vote on all queationa relating to organ!/, k- 
tion until auch time as the other roada shall 
coaaa their fight at Canadian pjrts on the 
immigrant question. General Agent Lomax, 
of the Union Pacific, aent word that ho 
thought nothing could bo done until Thura- 
day, and ho would not bo present until that 
date. It is the opinion of a number of well- 
infiirined railroadmen that the general man- 
agora or presidents will have to bo called in 
before a now association can bo formed. Tho 
diapoeition to cut ofi° all commiaaions on 
oaat-bound business is making itmlf more 
and more manifoat every day. 

UNITED STATES FINANCES- 

Receipts and Expanditures of Various Periods 
Gouttasted— The Gold Reserve 
Uaterlally Reduced. 

Washington, Dec. 29 —The first six 
months of tho current fiscal year, four 
monthg of whioh have come under the opera- 
tion of the new tirifT law, give some indica- 
tions of what may reasonably be expeoted in 
the months to come after the tariff law has 
become ofTective in all its multitudinous de- 
tails. Tho rt coipts for the aix months have 
aggregated Sir>9,500,000, and the expendi- 
tures in the same time have been $28,500,- 

000 In exoeaa of receipts. For the correspond- 
ing period ct tho last fiicai year the exoeaa 
of eipenditurealiver receiptawai $38, 000,000. 
Less than $250,000 has been received from 
the newly impoaed duty on sugar, whioh 
first appears in any appreciable amount in 
this month's receipts- Nothing of course 
has been received from the income tax, 
which does not go into effeot until January, 
1895. An annual rovenuo o( §55,000,000, or 
more, it is anticipated, will eventually bo 
derived from theae two sources, whioh will 
bring the receipts for tho balance of the 
inBcai year up to Secretary Car'isle'a eatimato 
as auhmitted to Congross, The December 
receipts show an increaaa over November of 
S2,,000,000, and November showed a slight 
Injroiao over Oct;obor, indioatioc that buei- 
reaa ia adjunting itself to the ^yltledlari^ 
races. Qi tho receipts for December 
§11,250,0(10 rams from oualoma duties, an 
Increase of §1,000,000 over the November 
receipts from this source. The expendi- 
tures for December are $3,000,000 less than 
for November. Against this gratifying ex- 
hibit is to be set off the faot that the gold 
roBorve continues to decline. At tho close 
of business in the treasury to-day it stood 
at §80,319,528, implying a loas of §50,000 
for the day, and a total lusa since the gold 
reserve waa recouped by the last issue of 
bonds of nearly §20,000,000

THE GIVIC ELEOriONS. 

It is impoaaiblo to say anything about the 
eivic eleotions that has not been said aa 
strongly as it oonld be said over and over 
again. The electora know as well aa we do 
that it ia their own fiult th:kt the eity'a 
afTiklrs are not better managed than they 
are. The nomination and the election of 
Mayor and ConnolUors are in their hands If 
they only take the troable to ase the power 
with which the law invasta them. If Incom 
petent men are permitted to run and are 
elected they havo no ono to blame 
bub themselves. If those incompetent men 
malce a botob o( tlie administration 
of the city's affairs it ia fuoliah 
to ocmpiain. Whatelae ooold be expooted ? 
If a man ia stupid and ignorant when bo ia 
elected to ait in the Coutoil, there is noth 
ing in the seat that will tranaform him into 
a clever and an Intelligent Councillor. The 
days of miracles are past. 

The electors know that it is moat nnwiie 
10 enooarage men to come out as oandidatea 
who are known to be unfit to perform th( 
duty of City Counoillora and still more un 
wise to vote for juoh men. Yet at every 
eleotion wen are either brought out 
or are encouraged to come out, 
who are known by almost every one 
to be totally unqualified for the 
position. What is the reason of this? It, 
cannot be because the citizens aa a whole 
hive como to tho ooncluaioa that it is very 
Httie odda whom they eleot to dll the eeata 
at the Coanoil Board. The eleotora see that 
the City Goonoillors have it in their power 
to add very materially to their comfort and 
convenienoe, and consequently to their en- 
joyment of life. .Just fanoy what a doll^^ht- 
ful place Victoria would bo to live in if ita 
streeto were smooth and clean, if ita water 
were sweet and pure, if ita aeworugo eyatem 
were completed nod in good order, if it were 
well liKhted, if ita fire protection were 
what it ought to b3, and if ita police servioo 
wore BufTiciont and well organlzad. Every 
ono knowB that if tho atluira of this city 
were well managed real estate within its 
bonnds and in the anbarba would be worth 
at least fifty per cent, more than ib is. Pop. 
nlation would flock to the city from all 
parts of the Dominion and every house 
would be occupiod at a fair rent. Strangers 
would bo attracted to it ; now ita very ap 
pearanoo repels every visitor who has been 
used to cleaalinesa and comfort at homo. 
What ia it in the city that dis- 
gnata atrangers! It ia precisely that 
condition of tbiogs which is the result 
of the neglect, the ignorance and the miu 
man»gement of the City Council. Thia 
city has a thousand natural advantugea 
which are of the least posaible bsnefit to its 
citizens on acoouQli of . the mismanagement 
of those who have been entrnated with the 
direotlon of the city's aEfaira. 

Is this sort of thing to be allowed to go 
on forever? Are tho citizono to continue to 
bo blind In their owj intoroBts tj tho end of 
tho cliaptor ? When Vi-ill they wake up and 
a>y: "Thiasortof thing haalaatedlongenougb? 
We mnat) pnt a stop to It. The power ia in 
onr hands, and if the abases we see around 
us and which are of tho greatest disadvan. 
tage to us in every way are allowed to ooo- 
tiane the fault will be ours. Ibis city, if it 



is to prosper, mast 'tarii" over a new leaf 
and it is for us to do the taming." Ia there 
to bo a rovival of this kind or is tho city to 
go on in tho old sleepy, careless, auioidal 
way I 

FEYSIOAZ aULTURB. 

We are surprised to Cad that there are 
men in this city, aapposcd to bo iutelli|;ent, 
.who are blind to the advantngim of ayatem- 
atio athletio exercise for ohildroa. Every- 
one knows that there ia too much sitting, 
both in schools and at homo. Tho health of 
the children rtquiica con'itnut, vigorous 
and pleasurable exercise. Boys got this 
exercise iu the gamea that they play, but 
there are a good many boys who have very 
little time to play, and a far greater num- 
ber of girls who have nob tho opportunity. 
Tho gymnasium, which affordn the school 
ohildren, giria aa well as hoys, the chance 
to get this exercise, should be regarded by 
parents and teachers aa a boon of no email 
value. Bat the gymnasium is of little or no 
advantage without a trained teacher, who 
can ahow the youngatera how to use the ap- 
paratus with advantHgo to themselves. 

Every person who poaaoaaoa the leaat 
activity of mind must have observed that 
ohildren after they have been oonfilned in a 
room which is always more or less 
close get dnll and listleaa. They see, 
too, how greatly a little run or 
a few minutoa' play enlivens them 
and atiniulatea their minds. They can 
learu more in tea minutes after they have 
had their mild ezoitement and their exerolse 
than they could in half an hour b afore tho 
intermission. When the exorciao is mode 
babitunl the good otient bacomea permanent. 
Tho othlotioa strongtliuu tho mind aa woU aa 
tho muEoles. Thoy (;ivQ it lone uud put 
tho pupil iu good condition not only to walk 
and ran and jump but to atady. Of course, 
athletio exercises oan be overdone, and they 
are not infrequently overdone.^ When that 
is the case both the body and tbe mind aro 
weakened. But what we aro trying to 
recoil. moud ia modernto and pleasurable ex • 
eroiso as part of tho education of the child. 
Here is whab the British Medioil Journal, 
whiob is a high authority on such matters, 
says about the advantage of phyaicil train- 
ing : 

We come round, then, to the old point 
that atbletioesbonld be looked on as part of 
the edncation of that inseparable nemo- 
muaonlar arrangemenli of which man ia 
principally made np and t-o tbe aotivity 
of which all expression of either Intelleoti or 
emotion la due. In conaiderio); the farther 
bearing of thia question, tho iDfiaeDoe which 
an athletio traming has upon a man after 
he haa left college must not be lost slsfat of. 
Many a man feels that bis iBOoeaa in after 
life is largely due to tbe excellent condition 
of his mind and body brought about by the 
athlotioa rt-hioh he practised when in college. 

Thia athletic training never entirely 
leaves him in after life, and although ho 
may bo much occupied in other waya, ho 
still huda oppnn unity for indulging in some 
form of athletio work which keeps him 
physically a healthy man and mentally a 
bright ono. 



OUR AMERICAN NE1OED0R8. 

The following ia tho oponine sentence of 
an article which appears in tho Commercial 
Advertiser of New York over the signature 
Ooldwin Smith : " That Canada is liviog 
under tbe gigantic shadow of a rapacious 
neighbor who Is alwaya seeking to devour 
her, and from whoso voracity nothing pro- 
tects her but the British Hoot, is a belief 
sedulously nursed by the anti-Continontal 
party, but as I have ventured always to 
show my fellow citizens here utterly desti- 
tute of foundation." 

The anti-Continental party ot which Pro- 
fessor Smith speaksexiats nowhere that we can 
see except in hta own imagination. As there 
is In Canada no Continental party there is 
no leaaon for tho oxiBtenoe of an anti-Con- 
tinental party. As a matter cf fact, neither 
the one nor the other has an existence in 
thia country. The great majority of Cana- 
dians are opposed to annexation. So strong 
is their opposition to It, or rather ao great 
ia their love for the Mother Country, and so 
ardent and so general ia their deairo for the 
continuation of their connection with Great 
Britain, that even Professor Ooldwin Smith 
has not been able to make more than a very 
fowconverta to hiavlewa reapeoting the mani- 
feab deatiny of this country, and those few 
are, to say the leas*-, not held in very high 
esteem by their fiUow-oouutrymen. Pro- 
fessor Goldwin Smith baa now for many 
yoara been preaching annexation in tho 
wilderness and as yet there is not theeilght- 
est indication that be will prove to be tbe 
forerunner of the change which he so ably 
and ao industriously advocates. 

We take the liberty of saying, too, that 
tho nnmli^r ot Canadians who regard tho 
United States in tho light of a rapacious 
neighbor who is alwaya seeking to devour 
their ooantry is too insignific^int to dciiorvc 
notice. A man may live a great many years 
In Ctnada and not hoar half a dozen persons 
express any dread of tho rapacity of tho 
United States. Cauadiuna aa a rule neither 
dislike nor dread Americana. They, on tho 
contrary, regard thom as neighbors bosido 
whom thoy would like to live on the moat 
friendly terma. They are surpriaed more 
than annoyed that the overtures for more 
intimite trade relations botveon the two 
countries made more than once by Canada 
have been coldly met, but thoy aro quite 
satieGed when they see Amorioana, in 
matters of trade as well aa in all other 
matters, pursuing tho course which they con- 
sider most oouduclvo to their own interests. 
Thoy see no diaposition on tho part of 
Americans to quarrel with them bsciuso 
thoy do not think aliko on all bubjeots, and 
thoy, for their part, are quite contented to 
remain as they are, independent of their 
neighbors but still the best of friends. Ib Is, 
we aro fully oonvincod, quito a mistake on 
tho part of Mr. Smith to roproBout any eon 
Bidorablo number of Canadians as boing 
jealous of their Republican neighbors or as 
living in fear ot their " rapacity." 



■' t6a 'LATa PBBMISIR'S LAST 
SPBEOH. 

Tho last speech which Sir John Thompaon 
mide waa at ti>e Colonial Inatitnte. Sir 
Henry Wrixon read a paper on " The 

Ottawa Conference ; ita National SIgnifl- 
oanco." Iu tho dlBOUsaiun that followed the 
reading of tha paper Sir John said : 

I wish that the strength ot my dispcsal 
thia evening would ouablo mo to express all 
that I faol m sympathy with tho Colonial 
Institute, and fa appreciation of tho paper 
wo have heard. Tbe Ottawa Conference had 
for its primary and sigoifioanC feature the 
apprceiatinn of tho whole people of tbe Da> 
minion, Ib waa impossible to have exceeded 
the entbuaiasm felt with the objiiota of that 
Gonferenuo, even in the rcmotnat parts of 
that oouatry. ( Hear, hear ) A good deal 
has been said about) meetings of that kind 
baing oharaoterised by a display of senti- 
ment and aontimentality. For my part, 1 
look upou it aa one of the greafa aobis vements 
of tho Conference — one of tbe great jastifi- 
oatinna for the Conference — that tbe 
sentiment of tho people of Cuuoda responded 
inBtiiiutlvuly at the drst mention o! the pro- 
paratiotia tor that aaaembly. (Chocru.) 
Nothing could have txceediid tho onthuai- 
aam arouaed upon llio arrival of our fellow- 
Coloniatn and tjf Lord Jerppy an ropresenting 
Her Majeaty'a Guvernmeut. It wkh f dt by 
our people that, in Australia, in Now Zea- 
land, and tho Capo of Good Uupe, milluma 
of our fellow Cjloniata, iutoreated aa wo 
vvoro in tho devolnjiment of tho Kmpiro and 
tho iDUtuiU irado of tlio Guloiiiea wuh each 
othir, luui bueu nil theho yours without tlio 
sligh'o.U t,r U'jh or upproi.cli l:o kiiiahii), auii 
it was felt tlij moniout they arrived that an 
opportunity had come to reverse that utalo 
of Chin>;a and to ahow tho world that wo 
wore a uuiled people. Ono of the groat 
objecta of vho Conforencu apiirt from ques- 
tions of trade and trade urrantjonienta was to 
avail oursolvea of tlieopportujiiliea presented 
by rapid cnii\muricition and by tho loss 
iug of tho (list.im;e and titi'.e teparating us 
from each oihar. Alroidy, aa you know, 
londora have been called for liy tho Cana 
dian Govcrntnent for tho laying of the 
Paoifio cable, and it is o gratifying laot that 
bhete teodera plaoo the coat of tho work 
within a million doUara lesi than any eati- 
mato previously formed. (Clieera.) One 
oan judge by that fact as to tho possibilities 
of pood results attending the Conference. 
(Hear, hear) The carry mg out of the un- 
dortskiog must in a great p»rb depend upon 
tho action of Her Majesty's Government 
The project is too great for any one colony 
materially to aid it, but «ben I mention 
the fact that Canada stands ready to sup 
port it by a liberal subsidy, and that 
I believe tho Auatrallau ooloniea stand 
in the same position, and seeing also 
that the cost has been already lessoned 
by a millicn dollare, yon oan realize 
bow completely within onr grasp that 
undertaking ia at the oreaent time. An- 
other uadertiiking waa the eatabliahment of 
a British lioii of steam oammanioation be- 
tween North America and Groat Britain. 
Within a few weeks of the oonlerenoo a vote 
was curried by the Canadian Parliament by 
which £1.'')0,000 a yoar was pledged for that 
service — (uheari-)— and the feeling of the 
Canadian people haa been ao thoroughly 
aroused from ono end of tho Dominion to the 
other that although in noine part it needs 
the aaaisting hand of Her Mujeaty'a Govern- 
ment, the aooompliahment of that object is 
aa certain as any programme that haa been 
laid down, and it also ia completely within 
our grasp. (Cheers ) Tho establishment of 
that aorvioe la a thing aaaured within a very 
short time. (Renewed ohcera.) 

These are results which have followed tho 
aasemhlitg of tho Corference ao far. The 
poisibilltiea with regard to trade with all 
theae Ooloniea —tho Colony of tho Capo of 
Goi'd Hope, and tho Colonics of Australia 
and Now Zaaland — aro very great. I have 
not the opportunity or atrength to deal fully 
with them thia ovoniug, but, in common 
with Lord Braaaey, I venture to hope that 
the inlluonoe of thia meeting and the in- 
fluence of all who aympithise with our pro- 
jaota will jbe liberally extended to us, and 
that the feeling may be increaBed here, as it 
exista in the most distant portions of tbe 
Empire, that tbe day has come not only 
when tho Colonies shonld he united more 
olosely together, bat when they ahoald be 
moro practically usefal la connection with 
the heart of tbe Empire itaelf. (Load 
oboors. )

To TiiK Editor :— At the laaB oieetiog of 
tho oity council Alderman Dwyer'a motion 
to app'iint Mr. Hawkee, of Taooma, as con- 
sulting engineer for the proposed filter bods 
was diecusaed. The better ssneo of a muj ir- 
ity of tho aldermen proved equal to the uo- 
c taion, and an amendment proposed by Mr. 
Munn to oall for competitive plana was car- 
riud. 

Tho aldermen who opposed the amend- 
ment are Messrs. Ledingbani, Humphrey, 
D^ryer and Wilson. The' arguments uaeu 
by these gentlemen in support of their oppo- 
sition to this sensible resolution are quite 
original and afford much food for thought to 
iho ratopayorti, who would have been aalled 
upon to pay Mr. Hawke«' bill. Mr. Led- 
iugham was doubiful of the engineering 
talontof Viotoria, and had reonived a com 
munioation from the Seattle Fuat Intelli- 
gonoor "in no way damaging to Mr. 
Hawkea." Mr, Httmphray did not want 
and had nevor wanted experta. No local 
engineers had made application to the conn- 
oil. Alderman Dwyer did nob dread an in- 
vasion of workmen from the Sound. He 
would not be bought, sold or bull-dozod, 
and should Mr. Muon's amendment bo car- 
ried "tho wutor would bo tho aamo as last 
year." Alderman Wilson wanted tho 
very beat talent. Mr. Hawkfs would 
demonstrate whether upward or downward 
filtrutiou would hnneDo tho city Opuu 
competition waa absurd, and ii achoino to 
damn the water works. Mr. Hawkea had 
donioDSi rated tho value of hia ideas, and had 
already given aluioat tho valuo of 2J per 
cant, of tlio cost of tho worka in tho sugges- 
tions ho had made. Thosu arguments havo 
boou taken from the reports of the discussion 
aa they appeared in the local papers. They 
are certainly very interesting, although 
they do not make a very good case for tho 
aldermen and Mr. Hawkos. Tho Seattle 
Poat-Intolligenoor's endoraalion of tho 
lattor gentleman iaromatkublo for its cau- 
tion, and it is woudorful that Mr. Leding- 
ham had tho courage to produce it. Mr. 
Humphrey's remarks on tho subject of ex- 
perts are edifying, but surely (|uite out of 
plaoo as argumi ati in support of nia vote for 
tho expert, Mr. H-kwkep. Mr. Humphrey's 
acquaintance with engineers of recognized 
standing in their profession appears to bo 
limited, and he has a great doal to loam in 
rrgtrd to their methods. Ho aoema to think 
that they should knock at the door of the 
oounctil chamber, hat in hand. Skying, 
" Must potent, grave and reverend aigaors, 
if it so please you, allow us to endorse your 
wonderful deaigna." Mr. Dwyor'aJ unwil- 
liogaess to bo bought, (o!d or buUdoi'.^d is 
most powerful testimony to Mr. Hawkes' 
ability, and at once settles the question of 
the impossibility of obtaining pure water 
through the inatrumentality of a local en- 
gineer. Mr. Wilson's assertion that Mr. 
Hawkea would demonetrate the value of up- 
ward filtration at coco does away with the 
necessity of any iaipertcnent inquii^y into 
the value of that gentleman's credontiala, 
and leavea no other course but to 
accept ntm as a shining light, poeaesaed of 
" tho vory bast talent." \Ve must also be- 
Unve that open oompolition is absurd Mr. 
Wilson says so, and that is quite suffijien'. 
That Mr. Hawkea has earned tho value of 2.J| 
per cent, of the oosc of the works is quite 
poia b'o. for it is no*: every day an engineer 
caa bo f jund who will end rie proposil^iona 
plbc^d before him by a oommitteo of alder- 
men in tho manner Mr. Hawkea la reported 
to havo done. 

It^ would .seem that none of the opposing 
aldenr e i a'tempted to advance a single rea> 
Bonable argument in support of tho uuwar- 
rautablo and extraordinary atepa they 
wi^hod the board to take. Thoir whole 
action seems to be bused on reasons whioh 
they oani ot or do not wiah to 
give to tho pubHo. Their iotenao interest 
in the stranger Hawkes ia liablo to bj mis- 
understood, and posaibly will never bo ox- 
plained until diasonsions ariao among them- 
eoWea. 

Violoria ncods adv Tliaiiig and tho is 
getting it, all an 1 more than aha wants. 
How greatly to tho credit of tho oapitul of 
British Columbia it is that ir should ba pub- 
lished to tho world that she does no' poHsess 
an engineer capable of deeigniog auch a aim- 
pie matter as a filter bed ! But not, Victoria 
alone — tho whole of Canada cannot furnish 
us with the modicum of akill necoasuiy for 
tnia oommon-placo work. We must iiiitke 
ourselves a spectacle to our neighbors on 
the other side of the bouudary lino 
by begging them to help us out 
of our imaginary difiiouliy. Of course 
cbe Americana aro so far ahead of us we do 
not want one of their engineers, the fame of 
whose reputation has reached us. Anyone, 
provided he ia an Amerioan, will be better 
i.h an our own men. Let ua go to Taooma. 
We cm pick up someose there who will be 
quite good enough to answer our purposes. 

From Alderman Wilson we had aright to 
expsot much more intelligenoe than be has 
displayed. Hfl has taken a prominent place 
In the council chamber ever since his elec- 
tion, his business training in a bank leading 
hia fdllow-ttldermen to believe in his busi 
neaa capacity. Tho ratepayers felt assured 
hat civic matters in hia hniida w.-iuld bo well 
nanag il in tho iiiteroala of tho city. So far 
from tiiin, however, wo now eco him 
ndoavoring by evi-ry ineana in Ida 
p:)wcr to oxciiido tho lalnitof the Dominion 
ni p.^rlicipatioii in tho waterworks con- 
Htructlon, and eagerly urging the adoption 
of the viowa of an unknown American citi- 
zen, who after a few hours' inspooiion of 
hii watorworka aystem advocated a aoheino 
of filiration which haa been known to tho 
profesaion for fifty years, has boon tried on 
ioui occaoioiis, and hus boon condonim d 
by ioud!i g profoshional joi rnals. Mi. Wil- 
n kiiowa aa much about filtration us llm 
man in the moon, and this is clearly evi- 
denced by his endorsation of this worn out 
and fallaoious soheme of upward filtia'ion. 

Whot may be Mr. Wilson's true motives 
in this matter can only be guessed at, but 
he evidently wiahes to be considered another 
Alexander who has oat the gordian knot, 
the unravelling of which baa so aoroly pu7. 
zled tho ingenuity of the oounoil for somo 
time past. If ho has fiilod in this obj-:ot he 
has certainly gained an unenviable notoriety 
tor himaolf which will aerioualy imporil his 
chances of ro election. He may reat assured 
ho will remaiu long in tho memory of tho 
;. "aoh patriotic uuuduot us ho has 
displayed in not soon forgo'.ton. 

The aldurtnon who pitted tlu'maclvca 
against Measrs. Dwyer, Humphrey, Iwoding- 
ham and Wilson, and obtained for tho en- 
gineers of tho Dominion tho opportunity of 
showing, if they so wished, ihit they wore 
quite (qual to tho task of iluaignlng one of 
tno almplest details of their profeaaion, are 
to bo complinioatod on thoir good sorso. 

As tho priuciplfa of (iltor oonut ruction aro 
so well known, and there is so little chance for 
originality, tho compoiing plans must hj 
very much alike. How then ia a selection 
to bo made, unless the names and profes- 
sional standing of the authors is taken into 
aoQoun;.? Who will bs the jadgea? Not 
the aldermen euroly, nor a oommiasion

Sill JOHN THOMPSON. 

Tlie (lovrruor General's Eloqueut lie- 
coffuiiioii of tho Loss ynstained 
by the Coiuiiuiuify- 

His tho Motlesty of True Greatuess— 
Be Was Kindly and 
Charitable. 

The Governor-General attended the recent 
anrjual dinner of the Dominion Commeroial 
Travellers' Association in Montreal. Liiut.- 
Col. Massoy presided and over throe bun 
drod guesta were present, among them Hon. 
O. E. Foster, Minister of Finance ; Hon. 
Wilfred Lanrier, the opposition leader ; 
Solicitor-Oanernl Cnrran, and Consnl-Gsn- 
eral Anderson, Lord Aberdeen responded 
to the toast of " The Governor-General." 

After thunUincr the chairman and the com- 
piny for the manner in which tho toast of 
hia hoaltli had been propoaod and rocoivod. 
His Kxcellenoy went on to speuk of the cir 
cuniatuncea which made a poatponeniont t f 
tlie g'Uhering inadvisable notwithatanding 
its fuilirg this year in a time of national 
mourning. Then, referring to the death of 
Sir .lohn Thompson, His Kxoellency eald : 

" Tho loHs'ia i.aiional in tho eenao that it 
is recognized by the entire community, and 
even in tho miasc lI our sorrow wo may at 
least avail ourselves of this opportuuity, 
which has indeed been I'ully tiken advun- 
tttgo of, for demonairaling that the people 
of this country are Canadians tlrst und poli- 
ticians afterwards. . The general concord is 
apparent, both in the public expressions of 
rc(>ret and regard from individuals and 
from aocietles, and also in the determination 
to dirpiuy in a practical and permanent 
manner the einceriity of tbene feelings, and 
especially cur sympathy Mlth the bereaved 
widow and her children. 

A JIODE.ST MAN. 

" 01 tho late Sir John Thompson 1 would 
like to Bay that while any person who has 
been oalKd upon during a oonsidorablo 
period of youra to occupy positiona iu public 
life, and to meet public men in dilTarent 
parts of tho world, will assuredly come into 
contact with men poaacBsed of high gif ce and 
atrikicg qualities, yet I qaeation whether 
such a puraon could have come in coatact 
with many in whom were more omioontly 
oombined tho qualitica whioh go to make 
up the able administrator, the Christian 
asatesmoD, the true friend. Such at any 
rate is my own testimony ; and among 
the charuoteristica of greatness thoro was 
eminently in him that of modealy. It haa 
often bien remarkod that he was an un- 
aiaumiog mao. He wai the modeaty of 
true greatneaa ; while at the aame time ever 
ready to talte his position wi^h perfeot dig- 
nity and oomposure on all cffiolal and state 
oooaaiona, he never posed for effect, and he 
was so nnselflab that be oould ever afljrd to 
think of otherp. In this unaaaumiDg dis- 
position and manner he strongly resembled 
anothor, tho greatest und oldest of living 

UKITISH STATESMEN, 

" In the report of the meeting of Mon- 
treal oilizsDB held yesterday I noticed 
amongat many other eloquent testimonies 
some apt and feeling remarks by Mr. Jus- 
tioe Dakvidion, including a quotation from 
tho expreaaloos of appreoiation used by Sir 
John i'hompton with reference to a certain 
dnmonatratlon of kindness and regard 
Now, I do not suggest or admit that Sir 
J i)hn was over sensitive about what might 
bj said of him la tho way of — I will not aay 
oriticiam, for that of cnurao every public 
man must i xpoot, but of attacks of an indi- 
root sort. I do eay, liowovcr, that 
I think Judge Davidson was juati- 
(ied when ho remarked that wu 
may pcrhi.-.ps need aoniu Icseon ub re- 
gards tho treatment of our pub ic men 
in auch mat'o:,". I dc not refer, of courae, 
to tho cut and thruat of parliamentary do 
bate— that is aniatto;' of give and take, and 
it a complttisit is made it can bo answered ; 
but I refer to that sort of attack or ropro- 
aoulaiioii wliioh, owing to tho anonymoua 
manni-r in v hich it ia put forward, cannot 
bo replied to ; eapeciilly -.vhat aio known as 
peraonalitiea are ol'juotionablo ar.d un- 
worthy. I oanuoti help optculating eomo- 
timon upon tho effeot whioh would bo pro 
duced upon the people who make tbia kind 
of attack if they oould suddenly be sub. 
jootcd by name to the same process 1 am 
afraid they would almost go into a fit from 
indignation and wiatb, 

KINDLV AND CHAUITAIiLE 

" But I will not dwell upon such u themo 
now. Ruvorting to tho personal oharucter- 
iatics of tho lace Premier, probably tlioae 
who only know Sir John Thompson in public 
life would hardly have guossed that hia na- 
ture wna 60 exceedingly kindly und oharit- 
able. Trough so cireotivo in I'lrgumtn') ho 
was over free from any habit of deprecia- 
tion or diaparagomotit of anj'ono in privato. 
But such remlnieconcoa uro, after all, 
only a roforonoo in detail to what was 
tho real source of hia lofluonoe and the 
real cuuao of tho honor which la now 
being paid to hia memory. It was character 
— that which is recognized sooner or later 
unconsciously and if aa by instinct by tho 
oonimanity, and wbiob leaves behind It an 



coduMDg influence even after tho peraonality 
ia removed, aud surely W8 may aay of Sir 
John Thompson that 'He beini; dead yet 
spnukoth,' and ' hia works do follow him.' 

" The very cIroumatanoeB, tragic and im- 
pres'ilvo, in whioh ho passed away have un- 
doubtedly cnntributed largely ond lastingly 
to that work whioh he had so much 
at heart, and which, I am sure 
wo all desire to promote — tho work of 
o^mcuting tho bonda of kindly under- 
standing and practical cn-oporation between 
tho psopio of this groat Dnminion and those 
of the Mother Country. From that Mother 
Country hia remains have been sent forth 
with every symbol of honor, regard and 
esteem that could bo dovisod by Her Maj- 
aaty the Queen and by Ihe atatoBmen who 
Burround her throne ; and oven more, per- 
haps, than by tho pomp and ceremony with 
whioh tho memory of tho dead haa thus 
been commemorated, has the nation's heart 
been touched by tho qoeenly and, still 
more, the motherly sympathy wbiob Her 
Majesty has evinced. 

AN KLOQCTENX TRnSOTE 

" Tho thought ia well brought out iu 
some wordo written by some poraons un- 
known to mo, bub whioh were ineertcd in 
tho oorreapoudenon of an tawa newspaper 
ono day last wetk : ' The laurel wreath 
which Quoon Victorit, plaoid upon tho bier 
of departed grealroaa cemented tho bond of 
e. common sympnthy ; tho kiss which Her 
Mijesty imprinted cn tho cheek of u grief- 
stricken Canadian girl touched the finer 
chords of our nature. It sent a gleam of 
golden light through the glocm of a darken- 
ed Canadian sky.' 

"And 60 Sir John Thompson ia gone from 
us, but ho has left for all of ua an inepiring 
memory and a noblo rxamole, and we niay 
say, quoting the words of Lord Rosebory in 
reference to another eminent Canadian : 
' Lot US then to day, at tho ahrine of this 
signal statesman, onco more remember our 
responsibility and renew the resolution that 
come what! may we will not ilinoh or I ail 
under it.' "
